Some Famous Doll Houses. 

Descriptions of Queen Mary's 
doll house have attracted wide at- 
tention among the masterAoy mak- 
ers of Nuremberg. Sketches of 
many of the famous doll houses of 


history are on file there, some of 
them dating back to the sixteenth 
century. One of the best known 
among those recorded was that 
built at Amsterdam originally for 
Peter the Great. He is said to 
have agreed to pay the artist 10.,- 
000 guiden for the eight-room 


house, completely furnished, and 
with wax figures dressed in the 
fashion of the time. 

When the work was finished the 


style of architecture did not suit 


“the ruler and he refused to accept 


it or pay for the work. At a later 
date, the Czar’s Ambas- 
sador to Holland purchased the 
house without Peter's knowledge 
and kept it many years, chiefly for 
the amusement of his guests. Upon 
the Ambassador's departure from 
Holland the house was turned over 
to the Dutch Government and now 
is one of the historical exhibits in 
the state museum at Amsterdam. 
Perhaps the most famous doll 
house of all L-urope in olden times 
was the property of Louis XVI. _ It 
was made entirely of silver and its 
completion required the services of 
artists for years. In later 


however, 


many 
vears during reverses in France the 
royal doll house went into the melt- 
ing pot and the silver was used to 
pay some of the ruler’s debts.

If properly done, less fat is ab- 
sorbed in deep frying than bv any 
other method, and, if properly 
cared for, the fat may be used 
over and over again.

much fat. Other foods are dipped 
in egg and crumbs to give an out- 
er casing. 

To properly crumb foods for fry- 
ing. use two tablespoons of milk 
for each egg. Break the egg ina 
hollow dish, beat with a fork just 
enough to mix the yolk with the 
white and add the milk. Use dry, 
sified bread crumbs. 


Put the crumbs in a bowl! and'! 


place the food to be fried—one or 
two pieces—in the bow’. Shake 
well to cover the food with crumbs, 
dip in the egg mixture and then 
shake in crumbs again. 
for a few moments to dry out. Cro- 
quettes and oysters are better if 
they stand several hours after 
crumbing before they are fried. 

The fat may be tested with a 
crumb of fresh bread, which shoulda 
brown in from one to one and a 
half minutes. 
hot enough, the foods absorb it 
before they are cooked and so be- 
come fat soaked and indigestible, 
and do much to ruin the reputa-| 
tion of fried foods.
